eyes, full of confident hopes for the 
future of their country.

The Ohio and her class are the first 
battleships of the United States navy 
in which w ater tube boilers were pro­ 
vided.

There are throe smokepipes. 
The collective indicated horse-pow- 
er of the main engines, with their air 
and circulating, is abdat 16,000 when 
the vessel is making a speed of 18 
knots. 
It should be stated here that 
the Ohio ranks next to the Georgia 
class of battleships in our navy in re­ 
gard to speed. 
The Georgia and class, which

The construction of the Ohio class 
was authorized by congress on May £, 
1898, when the Spanish war demon­

TRICKS IN THE SILK TRADE.

Fooled—Tests 
Which Show the Pare Material. 
Pure silk, when it bas been through 
all the processes necessary to bring out 
all its good qualities, is worth Its 
weight in silver, said an expert the 
other day. 
Therefore the women who 
expect to buy pure silk a t little more 
than the price of cotton m ust expect to 
be fooled, and there are lots of ways by 
which the m anufacturer gets even with 
them. 
They make stuff th at is called silk 
and passes for it w ith credulous per­ 
sons who don’t know' any better out of 
nearly any obi thing now. One favor­ 
ite Imitation silk is made of cellulose 
treated with chemicals. It isn’t a good 
m aterial to get on fire In. Then there 
are south sea island cottons aud some 
mercerized cotton which after treat­ 
ment look something like silk, though 
of course they w ear very differently, 
and their silken appearance soon van­ 
ishes.

C arrick an d Morph jr. 
Conferring the “freedom of the play­ 
house” on playwrights and men of let­ 
ters was common in Garrick’s day, and 
without doubt the good natured man­ 
ager was often pestered for the same 
favor by persons who had no such 
claim, it was evidently Garrick’s cus­ 
tom to give tickets of admission, per­ 
manent orders, to those whom he de­ 
sired to honor. It is recorded that the 
Irish writer, Murphy, annoyed at what 
he thought ill treatm ent or neglect, re­ 
turned the ticket with the words, “As 
I do not foresee any further occasion 
for this obliging passport, I am not 
willing to trespass too long upon your 
civility.” 
Garrick’s answer was such as to re­ 
flect the greatest possible credit upon 
himself: “If you Choose to relinquish 
your right to the freedom of Drury 
Dane playhouse, you certainly will do 
as you please. But without the ticket, 
I imagine, Mr. Murphy will find the 
doors open to him, as usual, and In? it 
further known to you, sir, that as I 
thought you were above nu undue in­ 
fluence I never meant the ticket as 
the least tie ui»on tile liberty of your 
pen or conversation.” 
It may be safely inferred that Gar­ 
rick presented the same permanent 
passport to his gruff lint faithful 
friend, Dr. Johnson. 
It is hardly too 
much to say that the great player’s 
generosity was as notable as his act­ 
ing, and his acting was probably such 
as the world has never surpassed. 


H o w F o x ea Get Hid o f F le a s. 
By an old hunter and naturalist of lo­ 
cal repute a story has been told here 
confirming as absolutely true and trust­ 
worthy the published account, which 
has had few believers until now, of 
how foxes rid themselves of fleas.

A govern­ 
or when appointed is probably possess­ 
ed of no considerable fortune.

the people from whom they were stol- 
,-u. The result is entire confiscation to 
the crown, including often such private 
property as the governor m ay have 
Peen possessed of before bis appoint­ 
ment and not seldom , too, of the prop­ 
erty of his relatives. 
When the m ighty fall in Morocco, the 
crash briugs down with them their 
families, even uncles and cousins and 
all connected with them, and It is not 
nekloiu (hat the sons of great govern­ 
ors, who have been brought up In the 
luxury of slaves and horses and reti­ 
nues of mounted men, have to go beg­ 
ging iii the streets.—Black wood’s. 


A Horse’* Blinders. 
A horse’s blinders are usually con­ 
cave on the inside. 
True, the surface 
usually is a dead black, but not abso­ 
lutely so, so that a glim m er of light 
may be reflected from them. 
B y con­ 
stant cleansing this dead surface is 
made more or less smooth if not actual­ 
ly glossy and shiny. 
Moreover, the 
blinders are usually set at an angle, so 
that as a result of the law o f reflection 
rays of light concentrated by the con­ 
vex surface are reflected into tile eyes, 
not directly in the ax is of vision, but 
more or less transversely or obliquely, 
the result being even more injurious. 
As a result of this reflection the vision 
is weakened lf not destroyed. 
Moreover, tile m irrorlike blinders uot 
only reflect sunlight, but they reflect 
objects as well, so th at a “ blinded” 
horse sees not only objects directly 
ahead of bim. but b as a more or less 
blurred vision of other objects, inter­ 
mixing with and confusing the im age 
of objects directly before him. and as a 
consequence lie is rendered uncertain 
in his movements and is easily scared. 
No further proof of til is is needed than 
(be fact ti)at a nervous horse with a 
reputation 
for shying 
and 
running 
away often becom es tractable lf the 
blinders are removed, because he can 
then see distinctly w hat before he 
rould only see indistinctly and confus­ 
edly.- Our Animal Friends.

The suicide, w hose m aiden nam e 
aas Em m a Sm ith, and who was not 
yet IT years of age, eloped from her 
home in this city with young Van 
Epps only about six weeks ago, going 
to Warren, w here th ey w ere m arried. 
Upon their re tu r n to this city they 
went directly to th e 
hem e of the 
young m a n s 
step-father, A rth u r G. 
Young, a p ro m in en t and wealthy con 
tractor, w here they 
rem ained until 
they took the a p a rtm e n ts 
on 
Elm 
street. 
Van Epps, w ho h as beeu employed 
as a night reco rd er at the Ohio Steel 
works, was sleeping, when he was 
awakened by his wife falling upou 
the bed, exclaim ing th at 
she 
had 
taken carbolic 
acid. 
H e 
hastily 
dressed him self 
aud 
sum m oned a 
physician, but w hen the latter arrived 
the suicide w as b re ath in g her last. 
The following note, addresed to Mrs. 
Van Epps’ m other, w as found: 
“Dear M other— I have learned w'hat 
married life is. 
W hen you get this I 
will be dead. 
E m m a.” 
Van Epps w as a victim in P ittsburg 
m Christmas night, 3 899, of an acci­ 
dent which a lm o st cost him his life. 
While sitting in 
his room he was 
overcome by fum es from a gas stove, 
and, falling a g a in st it. his arm slowly 
roasted until his plight was discov­ 
ered. 
He was rem oved to the Mercy 
hospital, w here 
th e 
m em ber 
was 
amputated close to the shoulder, and 
the victim hovered betw een life and 
death for m any weeks.

since then, but I find the sport affords 
me little pleasure.

They make stuff that is called silk 
and passes for it with credulous per­ 
sons who don’t kuow au.v better out of 
nearly any old thing now. 
One favor- 
ite imitation silk is made of cellulose 
treated with chemicals. It isu’t a good 
material to get on fire in. 
Then there 
an* south mu island cottons and some 
mercerized cotton which after treat­ 
ment look something like silk, though 
of course they wear very differently. 
and their silken appearance soon van­ 
ishes.

But it is In adulterating goods which 
really have some silk in them that the 
greatest skill Is exorcised to deceive 
tin* buyer.

It has never struck the .Moorish gov­

great fortunes 
might more honorably be returned to 
the people front whom they were stel­ 
la. The result is entire confiscation to 
the crown, including often such private 
property as the governor may have 
been possessed of before bis appoint­ 
ment and not seldom, too, of the prop­ 
erty of his relatives. 
When the mighty fall in Morocco, the 
trash brings down with them their 
families, even uncles and cousins ami 
all connected with them, and it is not 
Hckloni that tho sons of groat govern­ 
ors, who have been brought up in the 
luxury of slaves aud horses and reti­ 
nues of mounted men, have to go beg­ 
ging in the streets.—Blackwood’s.

A horse's blinders are usually eon- 
rare on the inside. 
True, the .surface 
usually is a dead black, but not abso­ 
lutely so, so th at a glimmer of light 
may be reflected from them. 
By con­ 
stant cleansing this dead surface is 
made more or less smooth if not actual­ 
ly glossy and shiny. 
Moreover, the 
blinders are usually set at an angle, so 
that as a result of the law of reflection 
rays of light concentrated by the con­ 
vex surface are reflected into the eyes, 
not directly in the axis of vision, but 
more or less transversely or obliquely, 
the result being even more injurious. 
Aa a result of this reflection the vision 
is weakened if not destroyed. 
Moreover, the m irror!ike blinders not 
only reflect sunlight, but they reflect 
objects as well, so th at a “blinded” 
horse secs not only objects directly 
ahead of bim, but bas a more or less 
blurred vision of other objects, inter­ 
mixing with and confusing the image 
of objects directly before bim. and as a 
consequence he is rendered uncertain 
in his movements and is easily scared. 
No further proof of this is needed than 
the fact that a nervous horse with a 
reputation 
for shying and 
running 
awny often becomes tractable if Hie 
blinders are removed, because he can 
then see distinctly w hat before* he 
could only soc indistinctly and confus­ 
edly.

When a thoughtless driver leaves iii* 
horse standing on a slope or at att angle 
of the street, all tho animal’s weight is 
thrown upon one side, causing strain, 
and lf left long enough painful ox 
baustkm. Twenty minutes of such an 
ordeal will fatigue a horst* more than 
a whole day’s travel. 
But when he is 
able to plant bis fore feet oil tin* curb 
stone it gives him a better plant and 
adju*ts his weight more equably. Many 
of the muscular ailments from which 
horses so fter are brought upon them by 
tieing continually obliged to stand by 
t lit* gutter side on streets which slope 
decidedly.
